HE following ſheets having neceſſarily exceeded the 
ordinary ſize of an octavo volume, in place of here 
1 perſevering and laborious application and 
attention beſtowed upon the Work, begun above ten 
years ago, (and its publication long expected by ſeveral 
Gentlemen in the Commiſſion of the Peace, and others, 


as well as Collectors, Superviſors, and Officers of Exciſe), 


with the ſeveral reaſons for its not appearing till now; I 
ſhall directly proceed to a ſhort account of it, as now of- 
fered to the Public. * 

The ſtatutes relating to the ſundry duties under the 
management of the reſpective Commiſſioners of Exciſe in 
Great Britain, have become ſo numerous, with ſo many 
repeals and alterations, fince the commencement of the 
exciſe in England in 1660; whereby, in moſt caſes, the 
divers parts reſpecting one and the ſame ſubje& lie fo 
ſcattered and promiſcuouſly involved, not only through 
the Acts at large, but even in the beſt Collection of Ex- 
ciſe-Laws ; that the neceflity of having ſome methodical 
arrangement, though only by way of a complete index, 
pointing out the reſpective clauſes of the different acts in 
the due order in which they are to be conſulted upon 
the various ſubjects to which they reſpectively relate, is a 
fact ſo generally known, as renders it ſuperfluous to ſay 
any thing further upon the propriety and utility of ſuch 
an undertaking. | 

But even with ſuch an index, the trouble and difficulty, 
eſpecially to ſuch as had not ſome previous knowledge of 
thoſe ſubjects, in taking ſuch a connective and attentive 
view of the ſeveral diſperſed particulars belonging to the 
ſubje& of inquiry, as thereby to obtain a ſatisfactory re- 
ſult, being alſ / very apparent; the iatention of this Work: 
was to Exhibit, in a conciſe and methodical manner, ſuch 
2 complete narrative of all the particulars of every ſubject 
of the Exciſe-Laws (the different appropriations of the 
duties, and other matters relative thereto, excepted), and 


allo of the Cuſtom-Laws therewith connected, as might 
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convey ſatisfactory information to the reader in any cafe, 
without being obliged to turn over the acts. Such was 
the defign, and what has been attempted, by the enſuing 
performance. But ſtill the acts, as they are ſo plainly 
pointed out, can be readily had recourſe to, if upon any 
particular whatever any manner of doubt, or difference 
in opinion, ſhall occur, or when: exciſe-caufes come uns 
der judicial diſcuſſion. And for making that recourſe 
the more eaſy and ready, it would be no great trouble 
for fuch as are poſſeſſed. of any collection of the laws, to 
add, by the pen, the volume and page thereof to their 
reſpeq;ve citations in this book; as allo the number of a- 
ny ſeftion that differs from the number of the fame ſec- 
tion as herein quoted — there being a ſmall difference in 
the numbering of the ſections of a few acts,, as they ſtand 
in different colleftions. — This reference I have made 
to the Collection of Exciſe-Laws with which the officers in 
Scotland are provided, by the volume and page of the 
bound, and page of the ſingle acts; the acts wanting ſuch 
reference not being in that collection. 

That ſo great and complex an object might be reduced 


into that methodical form, and within the narroweſt poſ- 


fible bounds, I have compriſed the whole in ſeven differ- 
ent chapters, or grand diviſions, and ſubdivided each of 
theſe into diſtinEt parts and general heads, clafling the 
ſeveral particulars'duly under their reſpective heads, and 
numbering them, as ſo many ſeparate articles, from be- 
ginning to'end of each chapterz with due references -to 
ſuch relative articles as could not be more immediately 
connected though ſome of them might have been ſpa- 
red, as being only meant to afſiſt the reader's memory on 
his firſt peruſal of che book. ; 

This plan appeared to be the moſt eligible, as affording 
the peculiar advantages of bringing under general heads all. 
tuch clauſes as are, through the various acts, in common, 
or ſimilar, to the different ſpecies of traders, or ſubjccts, 
contained in each chapter; which greatly abridged the 
Work in regard of diverſity. of parts, and numerous re- 
petitions, and gave room for being properly full in the 
expreſſion of every article; a far greater degree of per- 
ſpicuity, or quick and complete comprehenſion, being 
alſo obtained by having all ſuch eommon or ſimilar parts. 
reſpectively brought together into one diſtinct view; and; 
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all in a manner ſo natural and ſimple, as to appear abun- 


dantly plain, even to the moſt ordinary capacity 

The Titles of the general Heads and Articles of each 
Chapter are alſo ſo contrived as to be expreſſive, and 
Ja explanatory, of their Contents ; ſo that a frequent 
reading of them alone, will naturally leave ſuch a regu- 
lar and laſting impreſſion, as no caſe can occur upon any 
occaſion but an immediate recourſe to it will preſent it- 
ſelf to the mind, and it will be inſtantly found by the 
Table of Contents, or even by the running Titles at wp 
of the pages through the body of the book. 

The reader may now turn his eye to a few of the ge- 

neral Heads; and alſo obſerve. how their Particulars or 
Articles are branched out from them; whereby he 
will become immediately acquainted with the plan of the 
book. Such as at pages 63, 64, 65.—81, 82, 83, &c. 
92, 94, 95, 96.— 120, 121, 122, 123, &c.— 128, &c, 
— 134, &c. — 139, &C.—211, 212, 224, 231, 233, 238, 
240, 242, &c.—245, &c.—and 250, &c. 

I bave alſo occaſionally interſperſed ſundry Notes and 
Obſervations, which will be of confiderable uſe to moſt 
of the Readers ;—(the few miſtakes and defects in theſe 
Notes obſerved to be in ſome of the acts, and probably 
hitherto- unnoticed, will, doubtleſs, be amended by ſome 
future act; as others, when diſcovered, had formerly 
been); —and even to thoſe not formerly unacquaiated 
with the-Exciſe-Laws, I believe ſeveral things will appear, 
as they herein ſtand to view, in a ſtronger, and ſome o- 
thers, perhaps, in a ſomewhat different light than before; 
and that many who had looked upon them as obſcure and 
doubtful, rigorous and oppreſſive, will perceive them to be 
a well- framed Body of Laws; though not ſuch a regular 
and conciſe ſyſtem as if formed at once, upon a full view 
of their particular objects, but conſidering them as pro- 
duced from- time to time, to anſwer exigencies diſcover- 
able only by experience; and both plainly and wiſely in- 
tended, and with all conſiſtent moderation, to the ulti- 
mate end of the mutual benefit of his Majeſty's revenue 
and the fair traders; that the duties may be regularly 
and fairly charged and paid, ſo as to anſwer the ſervices 
to which they are appropriated, and avaricious perſons 
prevented from defeating that purpoſe by fraudulent 
practices, injurious not only to the fair traders, but to 
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the public at large, who pay the duties as the conſumen ton 
of the exciſcable commodities, and would therefore even- law 
tually make up, by ſome new duty or tax, any ſuch de. ſtud 
ficiency ariſing by unfair traders ; ſo that it is not ſpeak. thor 
ing ſo properly to ſay, the King, or his Revenues, as to curr 
ſay, the Public, are cheated by ſuch practices of fraud. T 
It being particularly incumbent upon his Majeſty's ju. this 
ſtices of the peace, and all degrees of exciſe-officers, to have com 
a competent knowledge of the Exciſe-Laws, for a due dif. ciſe 
charge of their duty reſpectively to the revenue and to the nua 
traders, by putting them properly in execution; ſo the ju- fron 
ſtices will here have the ſatisfaction to find clearly and pear 
completely exhibited, not only the extent of their jurif. a CC 
_ dition and powers, but alſo the manner of their pro- labo 
cedure, in every caſe relating to thoſe various duties, and coul 
the nature of every Complaint, and Penalties pecuniary vere 
and ſpecific inflicted for any ſpecies of Fraud, that can ricul 
come before them, with every ſtep, previous and conſe- ſpec

and by having fully and clearly pointed out to them the tall

commodities for their private uſe, it is equally proper 
and material to know not only the extent of ſuch officers 
duty and authority, but alſo what is incumbent on them 24 
as good ſubjects and fair dealers, and what regulations 
have been provided for the detection and puniſhment of 
frauds, ſo as they may practiſe the one, and avoid the 
conſequences of the other. — It muſt alſo be agreeable 
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to many private gentlemen, and ſuch gentlemen of the 


law who have not made the Exciſe-Laws a particular 
ſtudy, to have it in their power eaſily to underſtand them 
thoroughly, or to conſult them upon any particular oc- 
currence to which they relate. | | 

To conclude, In my reſearches for the Materials of 
this Book, I did not content myſelf with conſulting and 


comparing the ſeveral Collections of the Cuſtom and Ex- 


ciſe Laws, but alſo went over the whole fields of the an- 
nual Statutes z and from the Body of the Acts, and not 
from any Abridgements, made out the whole, as will ap- 
pear to any who can and will take the trouble to make 
a compare. And though this was a moſt tedious and 
laborious procedure, yet I found nothing ſhort of it 
could afford me full ſatisfaction. Beſides, I thereby diſco- 
vered ſeveral uſeful articles not to be met with in any par- 
ticular Collection; which, with the Additions of what re- 
ſpects the Exciſe and the Scots Meaſures and Weights, — 
and the ſundry Articles from the Laws of the Cuſtoms, 
(particularly a whole ſection—ſ e p. 354.),—were judged 
of very conſiderable advantage to this Work. 80 that, 
in forming the Plan, and in the proſecution of it, it was 
my earneſt deſire and endeavour, faithfully and impar- 
tially, to make the Work as extenſively uſeful, and eaſy 
to be underſtood, as poſſibly I could, with a View that. it 
might be a general ſervice done to the Public, thoſe Acts 
having now become a very conſiderable and important 
Syſtem of our Statute Law. But how far my endeavours 
have ſucceeded, is not my province to judge; that it is 
not free of blemiſhes, I am not ſo weak as to doubt; but 
T believe that is, in a Work of this extent and diveygity 
of Parts, and compiled from ſuch a multitude of compli- 
cated Materials, what will nat be ſeverely cenſured by any 
candid and ſenſible perſon ; and to the judgement of the

184. Notwithſtanding the laws now in being a- 
gainſt plundering and deſtroying veſſels in diſtreſs, 
and againſt taking away fhiprurecked, loſt, or 
ſtranded goods, many wicked enormities having 
been committed, to the diſgrace of the nation, and 
great damage of merchants and mariners of our 
own and other countries; every perſon who ſhall 
plunder, ſteal, take away, or deſtroy any goods or 
other effects, from or belonging to any veſlel of his 

Majeſty's ſubje&s, or others, which ſhall be in di- 

ſtreſs, or wrecked, loſt, ſtranded, or caſt on ſhore, 

in any part of his Majeſty's dominions. (whether any 
living creature be on board or not), or any of the fur- 
niture, tackle, apparel, proviſion, or part of ſuch 
veſſel; or ſhall beat or wound, with intent to kill or

caſt on ſhore, or lying under water, in any of his
